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Non-academic staff 
to form union

A group of office and 
technical staff have decided to 
unionize, claiming that McGIII 
University Non-Academic Staff 
Association (MUNASA) Is in- 
effective in representing their 
Interests. ; ' 

-An. organizing committee for 
the National Union of McGIII 
Office and Technical Employ- 
ees (NUMOTE) has been 
established. Jean Deppisch, 
one of the union organizers and 
a worker in the Faculty of 
Management, stressed the fact 
that "the administration has the 
legal right to decree every 



■JL 

aspect of their working condi- 
tions. The organization for 
non-academic staff has no 
bargaining power, and there is 
no input from employees." 

MUNASA is what Is known as 
a "company union" which has 
been set up and manipulated by 
management to try to discour- 
age the possibility of union- 
ization. Deppisch said that by 
allowing its members' to think 
their interests are being looked 
after, MUNASA keeps them 
inactive and incapable of 
improving their working condi- 
tions. 

According to a press release, 
the 2,000 office and technical 



workers are, at present, at a 
great disadvantage in dealing 
with the administration indivld- 
. ually. A negotiated contract, the 
first aim of the union, would 
take up such questions as 
salary structures, Job security, 
Job classification, promotions, 
merit increases over and above « • 
cost of living increases, fringe I» 
benefits and working condi- ^ ' 
tlons. •§ 

Deppisch said/that there was' ~> 
a great deal of support among 
non-academic workers for a 
union and was very optimistic 
about Its chances for success. 

NUMOTE meetings will .be 
announced in the near future. 




Lesbian conference: 
time of solidarity

.Lesbian mothers, money 
problems, politics, .alcoholism, 
bisexuality and communal liv- 
ing were topics discussed at the 
Second Annual National Mont- 
real Lesbian Conference held 
here this weekend. 

Many women felt the most 
important aspect of the confer-, 
ence was the sense of solidarity' 
and festivity which resulted 
from women of varied back- 
grounds being able to help one 
another and share experiences. 
A spokeswoman for the group 
said the main purpose of the 
conference was not to take 
specific action, "but to provide 
a forum for an exchange of 



ideas, and to celebrate." She 
said "the women really had a 
good time." 

Several workshops dealt with - 
the nature of role playing in 
relationships. It was agreed that 
although stereotype lesbian 
roles are not strictly adhered to 
any more, they are by no means 
absent in many relationships. 
Also discussed was the les- 
bian's position in society and 
the oppression she faces. The 
difficulties in finding housing 
and Jobs as well as the more 
subtle forms of discrimination 
against gay women were 
mentioned. 

Women living in lesbian 
communes shared their exper- 
iences and problems in raising 



children, sharing responsibili- 
ties and finances, and in 
personal relationships. A group 
of women who run a farm In 
Nova Scotia described their 
attempts to achieve a self-suffi- 
cient lifestyle. 

' The conference, which was 
organized by Montreal Gay 
Women-Labyrls Montreal In 
co-operation with the Montreal 
. Women's Information and Re- 
ferral Centre, "consisted of over 
twenty workshops, folk singing 
and a dance. It was attended by 
400 women from all parts of 
Canada and the United States. 
Some came from as far as 
Vancouver and the Maritimes. 

Another conference Is being 
planned for next September. 



Colombians to face 
deportation

Supporters of 37 Colombian 
workers who were laid off 
recently by Associated Textiles 
of Canada (ATC) and ordered 
deported by the Department of 
Immigration demonstrated out- 
side the head office of ATC at 
the Sun Life Building last 
Friday. 

The Colombian workers, all 
skilled weavers, came to 
Canada a little over a year ago 
on an invitation from the 
Immigration ' Department to 
work for ATC at their plant in 
Louisville (near Trois Rivieres.) 



Leaving behind secure Jobs and 
seniority status in Colombia, 
the workers arrived with their 
families believing they were 
being offered job security and a 
"new life" here. Besides the 
$2.98 hourly wage they were 
promised, the workers were told 
they would receive landed 
immigrant status once' they 
settled in Louisville. 

This year, however, • ATC's 
profits are down, and on 
January TO, the company laid 
off 100 workers, including all 37 
Colombians. The day before, 
the Colombian workers had 



been informed that their temp- 
orary work visas had been 
changed to tourist visas, and 
that they had to be out of the 
country by January 31. 

At a union meeting on 
January 15,' 400 Associated 
Textile workers voted to hold a 
sympathy strike to demand that 
the Colombians be given 
Landed Immigrant Visas. 

"The situation of the Colom- 
bian workers provides further 
evidence for the systematic 
manner In which employers and

A return to the 
psychedelic 60's

. "Experimental" film' is like 
spinach: if you don't like it you . 
feel a bit guilty because you 
know it's supposed to be good 
for you. That's the feeling I got 
from watching Stan Brakhage's 
recent opus, "The Text of 
Light." 

This was originally supposed 
to be a review of the film, but 
how much can you say about an 
extended light show, particular- 
ly if you don't know a macro lens 
from a telephoto? I could have 
started by saying It . was 
"interesting": the standard 
cop-out answer when you're 
afraid to admit you aren't too 
impressed with something that 
is supposed to be "avant- 
garde." 

On the other hand, I could 



have condemned it outright, but 
my ignorance of the subtle 
technicalities of film-making 
would make such an approach 
rather presumptuous on my 
part. Therefore, I'll only say that 
while I did enjoy watching the 
patterns of multicoloured light 
flash across the screen for the 
first five minutes of the film, an 
hour of it became a little bit 
tedious. And, true to form, I 
stifled my yawns so that the film 
buff- in back of me wouldn't 
notice my lack of appreciation 
for "art." 1 

Which leads me to the more 
intriguing aspect of the even- 
ing: the audience. There are 
three basic audience reactions 
toa f Mm such as Brakhage's: the 
aforementioned yawn-stifling,

immigration officials— the lat- 
tér working for the former's 
interests— have nothing but 
contempt for immigrant work- 
ers," said a spokesman for the 
demonstrators. 

The spokesman said that the 
Colombians' struggle against 
the Immigration Department is 
not an isolated one. "The 
refusal to grant refugee status 
to Haitians, the slamming of the 
Embassy doors In Chile, and 
this struggle all demonstrate 
that .political decisions In 
Ottawa are determined by 
economic interests of capitalist 
enterprises," he said. 

According to the spokesman, 
the workers have three choices: 
to go back to ^Colombia and 
apply anewJor work permits to 
return to Canada ("they would 
likely be refused"); to return to 
Colombia and try to get back 
their jobs in the weaving 
industry there ("this would be 
extremely difficult"); ; or they 
could go underground _ In" 
Canada. ' -

sincere interest coupled with 
occasional confusion ; -'and 
transfixed adulation. All three 
were very much in evidence as I 
surveyed the • faces ' of the 
hundred-or-more film-goers. 
While the film could have been 
the product of the psychedelic 
sixties, the audience was not. 

Despite their adulation, the 
devotees didn't utter a single 
"Oh wow;" and the questions 
they asked Brakhage following 
the presentation reflected a 
certain amount of- genuine 
knowledge and interest. More- 
over, there wasn't a trace of the 
familiar dope-smell, which 
would have been omnipresent at 
a similar event five years ago. 
The men werea little less hairy, I 
noticed fewer pairs of blue 
jeans, and some of the women 
actually wore skirts. How times 
have changed! 

I must also mention that the 
audience provided the sound- 
track, which consisted, of 
clothes-rustling, match-light- 
ing and the occasional cough. 
Anyone familiar with John 
Cage's orchestral masterpiece, 
"Silence," should know that it 
would have provided suitable 
accompaniment for the Brakh- 
age film. 

I was a great deal more 
impressed with Brakhage him 
self than I was with his film. He 
really -seems to believe in what 
he's doing, and is more 
articulate and knowledgeable 
about his craft. His entertaining 
commentary both before and 
-after the film was filled with 
relevant Insights into the nature 
of art, science, the society and 
occasionally, politics. . 

Brakhage Is extremely critical 
of our science-oriented society, 
claiming that "we live In a time 
where people will believe any 
machine before a human 
being," and making constant 
references to "the religion of 
science." His view of American 
society Is equally- perceptive: 
"People have trouble ' with 
happiness in the U.S. because 
they've been guaranteed the 
pursuit" of it," was one of his 
more revealing comments. 

Not that the film had no effect 
on me at alT. Brakhage made It 
by photographing an ash tray 
from different angles, and I'll 
never look at another ash tray 
without taking a second glance.

Remember the fuss abcut 
free love? The fuss arose not 
only because kids were reject- 
- in g" traditional ways of viewing 
their and other people's bodies, . 
but also because they weren't 
ashamed to say they dug sex. 
This was the last straw for 
puritan society. In straight 
terms and philosophy, sex is for 
procreation, which is for 
survival, which is necessary. 
Something necessary Just isn't 
conceived as. being pleasant 
and rewarding In and of itself. 
So, when a bunch of juvenile 
-freaks, born only yesterday, 
began. screaming over rooftops, 
what adult morality had been 
ashamed to whisper, that is, 
that, sex is fun, 'It seemed too 
much for anyone to take. 
Wishing to avoid more confron- 
tation on the matter, traditional 
culture decided to adapt some 
of the counterculture's sexual 
mores and values, If any. . 

They got It all wrong, though. 
Free love became anonymous 
wife-swapping, a relatively 
frequent- activity in sanitary 
middle-class society (over one 
million swappers in the U.S. 
acoording to a 1974 Playboy- 
"survey). Being freer with one's 
body somehow got translated 
as using your body or someone 
else's as a sex object. This has 
led to a proliferation of girlie 
and pornographic magazines 
(as well as a multitude of body, 
hair, and armpit lotions, tonics, 
creams, sprays, etc), each one 
trying to disguise a basically 
fake approach to sexuality as 
"liberating," "modern," "natur- 
al," "the real, thing," while 
erecting new barriers between 
the sexes. 

Capitalist society has indeed 
profited from the counterculture 
of the sixties. Why let a good 
thing be used and then thrown

ed the counterculture of the 
sixties, either because we were 
too young, too conditioned, or 
simply unaware? Where do we 
turn for our liberation? 

Our counterculture today 
seems to be characterized by a 
transformation of menopausal 
adult politics for young radicals 
who take themselves seriously 



(which, if you'll remember 



counterculture of the sixties by 
opposing the latter and thus 
giving It opportunities to stand 
out, is now characterizing the 
counterculture of the seventies. 
When one takes the trouble to 
see through them, the Mouve- 
ment Révolutionnaire des Etu- 
diants du Quebec, for example, 
and the Liberal Party are, in fact 
two sides of the same object. 
All that differs is that one 
group has younger members 
and a different ideology than the 
other. But if their means are the 
same, that is, if the tools used 
to reach goals are identical (in 
their case, the tool is political 
action) then it matters not in the 
least what the ideology Is. 
Liberation means seeing 
through all the social games, 
including your very own, not 
justtheones that happened tobe 
on the other side of the fence. 

In 1975, as we get closer and 
closer to fulfilling gloomy 
predictions of worldwide disas- 
ters caused by overpopulation, 
food and fuel shortages, 
nuclear war, it seems that the 
hippies were right after all. Get 
back to nature, they preached. 
Throw away your weapons, they 
screamed. We're all heading for 
the brink, they warned. How- 
ever, like the people and 
were condem- 



do— for a while) to play with. 
What about social awareness, 
you may ask. Well, social 
awareness today means clas- 
sifying everyone and everything 
into ready-made slots and isms 
for convenient, worry-free ana- 
lysis. This is understandable, if 
one considers the fact that we 
are constantly faced with 
decisions, the fact that we are 
constantly reminded that what- 
ever we do must be done 
rapidly. Therefore, we tend to ,
